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Dean, Kalmbach, 
Magruder released 
on Sirica's order 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — U.S. District 
Judge John J Sirica today reduced the 
sentences of three major Watergate 
figures —John W Dean III, Jeb Stuart 
Magruder and Herbert Kalmbach —to 
tune already served and set the stage 
for their immediate release from 
prison 
Sirica, the judge who first broke open 
the scandal and presided over the recent 
Watergate cover-up trial, gave no 
reason, for reducing, the sentences of 
the three defendants. 
Sirica said, in his brief commutation 
order 
that “ on consideration of the 
defendant's motion for reduction of sent­ 
ence ... it is ordered that the unexecuted 
and or remaining portion of the sentence 
... is reduced to time already served" 
A spokesman for the federal court 
said he believed the three men would be 
released immediately The three were 
all in Ft. Holabird, Md., where they 
were taken to tesify at the cover-up trial 
and had not be returned to prisons where 
they had been serving time. 
President 
Ford 
had 
no 
prior 
knowledge of the release and would 
make no comment. 
Dean was former President Richard 
M. Nixon's chief accuser during the 
Watergate scandal; Magruder, a key 


figure in the Committee to Re-elect the 
President, and Kalmbach was Nixon’s 
personal attorney. 
Sirica handed down three short orders 
amending his sentences in each of the 
three cases 
According to the orders, Dean filed his 
reduction of sentence motion Dec 2, 
Magruder filed his on Sept 
18 and 
Kalmbach’s was filed Oct. 9. 
The three defendants filed their 
motions under Rule 35 of the Federal 
Rules of Criminal Procedure. 
The three had filed for reduced 
sentences in the past few months 
following Ford's pardon of Nixon 
Magruder hleaded guilty Aug. 16, 1973 
to conspiracy to obstruct justice and 
defraud the United States. He was sen­ 
tenced May 21,1974. to 10 months to four 
years in prison and began serving his 
term June 4,1974 
Dean pleaded guilty Oct. 19, 1973, to 
conspiracy to obstruct justice and 
defraud the United States. He was 
sentenced Aug 2 to one to four years and 
began his term Sept 3 
White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen said at the daily news briefing 
President Ford had not known of 
Sirica’s intention and there would be no 
comment. 
Saigon seeks U.S.

briefing, accused Communist nations of

“ The Vietnamese people cannot sit 
here with our hands tied after fighting 20

The Saigon government began a three- 
day mourning period today for the loss 
of Phuoc Long Province north of the 
South Vietnamese capital 
On Tuesday, tank-led Communist 
troops overran the last defenders in 
Phuoc Bmh, 
the province capital, 
bringing the entire province under Viet 


Cong and North Vietnamese control. 
The loss of the province, the biggest 
government defeat since U.S. troops 
pulled out of South Vietnam two years 
ago. extended Communist territory to 
within 35 miles of Saigon

Province northwest of Saigon appears to 
be the next target of the offensive. The

Mortician held 
on bribe attempt 


SANTA BARBARA (U PI) - A San 
Pedro mortician was arrested Monday 
for attempting to bribe a deputy coroner 
to assist the Neptune Society —a firm 
specializing in cremation and scattering 
at sea —in obtaining a county contract 
for disposal of the indigent dead. 
Jason A. Strohl, 45, who lives aboard 
the firm’s yacht in San Pedro, is accused 
of bribing Chief Deputy Coroner Larry 
Gillespie to arrange to have the bodies 
of indigents and persons on welfare 
delivered to him. 
Sheriff John Carpenter said Strohl 
first approached Gillespie in September 
when he invited the official for a cruise 
aboard the boat. 
Gillespie declined the invitation but 
reported 
the 
incident 
to

investigators. 
In November, Strohl allegedly offered 
Gillespie $1,000 to assist

in

Mayor E.C. Stevens argued that to 
turn down the softer water would be to 
encourage home water softeners. This 
would amount to sowing the wind, he 
indicated. Home water softeners dump 
a large amount of dissolved salts into 
the water basin. Lompoc already has 
industrial salt discharge controls to try 
and meet state water pollution laws on 
salt (mineral) effluent from sewage 
systems. 
The city would reap the whirlwind, 
Stevens said, if the extra salts from the 
home softeners boosted the salts in the 
effluent from the new regional sewage 
treatment plant beyond legal limits. 
Then, he foresaw, the only alternative 
would be a ban on home water softeners. 
This, he said, would touch off a public 
furor. A public outcry was the result last 
year when the council considered just 
such a measure before shifting to 
industrial controls. 
City water treatment officials last 
night said that the softer water will 
make for less mineral deposits in city 
water pipes, coffee pots, irons and other 
fixtures.

Court order limits pickets

Superior Court Judge Marion A Smith 
has issued a temporary restraining 
order limiting the number of union 
pickets in front of Johns-Manville 
Products Co., and setting a hearing on 
Jan. 21 to show cause why he should not 
issue a permanent injunction. 
Union president Tom McCall today 
said the union was complying fully with 
the order. He said union attorneys were 
drawing up a response and would seek 
an earlier hearing date than that set for 
Jan. 21. 
J-M and Local 146, International 
Chemical Workers Union have been at 
odds since the collective barganing 
contract binding the two parties expired 
on Oct. 24. Union workers continued on 
the job, however, until J-M locked its 
gates on Dec. 9. Pickets have walked4he 
line since that date while reaffirming 
the union’s willingness to return to work 
pending negotiation of a new contract. 
At issue are wages, fringe benefits 
and the union’s demand that incentive 
pay privileges be extended to workers 
not now covered. 
Judge Smith acted yesterday after a 
presentation by J-M attorney George 
Preonas of Los Angeles. Named in the 
order are McCall and other top union 
officials, two representatives of the 
union’s international office, and 600 
John Does to cover the entire local’s 
membership.

The order limits pickets to six at any 
one time plus a captain, but permits a 
change in crews every two hours. All 
other union members are ordered to 
remain at least 200 yards from the J-M 
entrance. 
In other respects, the order limits 
picket signs to those on sticks no longer 
than two-and-a-half feet, and stipulates 
pickets must walk at least 15 feet apart 
except when passing each other. 
An attorney for J-M said the basic 
purpose of the order was to ban mass 
picketing. The union was known to have 
beefed up picket crews from 10 to about 
50 men last week, but went back to the 
original figure Monday. 
The development follows more than 


four week of steadily deteriorating 
relations. A number of examples of 
alleged 
vandalism 
and 
malicious 
mischief have occurred, but except for a 
few minor incidents at the J-M gate, 
none of the acts have been laid directly 
at the door of the union or its members. 
The acts include an estimated $2,800 
damage to tarpaulins at Lompoc Truck 
Co., and minor damage yesterday to two 
J-M well facilities near Highway 1, 
south of Lompoc.

Ford readies new 
economic program 


WASHINGTON (U PI i - President 
Ford said today he will present Congress 
with a tough economic program de­ 
signed to restore national confidence, 
White House press secretary Ronald 
Nessen said today. 
“ Ours is a good program. It is tough. 
It is fully defensible. It will give us the 
restoration 
of 
confidence 
that 
is 
essential to recovery,” Ford told a 
Cabinet meeting this morning, Nessen 
said. 
Nessen told newsmen Ford did not 
unveil details of the program to 
the Cabinet. 
Administration sources earlier said 
Ford was considering an income tax cut 
and 
higher 
fuel 
prices 
as 
the 
cornerstones for the new economic 
program that he will give Congress in a 
State of the Union message in he next 
two weeks. 
Nessen 
said 
Alan 
Greenspan, 
chairman of the Council of Economic 
Advisers, told the first Cabinet meeting 
since Nov. 15 that the national economy 
is “ very bad’’ and will worsen before 
recovery next year. 


“ A turn in the economy is not yet 
here,” Nessen quoted Greenspan as say­ 
ing. “ What we foresee is a bottoming 
out in the spring and summer and then 
the economy will be flat for awhile. 


“ There 
are 
many 
m ajor 
uncertainties. What we foresee is 
unemployment coming down in the 
beginning of 1976.” 


For many of the Cabinet members, 
the White House session could be their 
last. 


Already gone but not yet replaced was 
Attorney General William B. Saxbe, 
recently named U.S. ambassador to 
India. Ford was expected to ask the new 
Congress to approve University of 
Chicago President Edward Levi for the 
post, despite conservative opposition. 


Transportation Secretary Claude S. 
Brinegar's resignation already has been 
accepted. Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment Secretary James T. Lynn next 
month takes an $18,000 a year cut in 
salary to become budget director.

City water rates bounded up by 34 per 
cent by unanimous City Council action 
last night, garbage pickup rates zoomed 
up 16 per cent and that was just the 
beginning 
The rest of a total 80 per cent water 
rate boost will go into effect in 
December, 1976 if federal grant funds 
don’t come to the rescue and city 
garbage rates are going up again this 
December, maybe by another 50 cents. 
The age of free city water died last 
night. After paying a basic water 
service fee, city water customers, who 
used to get their first 200 cubic feet of 
water for nothing, will pay a higher 
service fee plus a higher cubic foot rate 
for all the water they use 
Garbage service may* also decline 
The council launched a new committee 
under Councilwoman Charlotte Benton, 
to look into once weekly garbage 
collection and how it would affect the 
people The city can reportedly save 
$36,000 to $40,000 by going once weekly 
and laying off three city sanitation 
workers. This could cut the December 
garbage rate hike to 15 cents. But if 
residents also had to buy a pair of new $8 
garbage cans for the program, they 
might not save anything at all. 
Only four citizens took the floor 
against the utility increases at the 
council session, but those four were 
angry. 
“ Our rates keep going up and our 
service keeps going down, that’s the way 
it seems to me,” clipped Harley Craig of 
139 North G St. 
“ I have no desire or interest in raising 
rates ... we re just trying to keep on a 
paying 
basis,’’ 
answered 
city 
Administrative Officer Gene Wahlers. 
Charles Johnson of 1029 North Sixth 
St., who said he’s living on 
a fixed 
income of $300 per month, pleaded for 
city government belt tightening and 
pointed to climbing city administrative 
salaries as a good place to start: 
“ In 
1962 and 1963 we had one 
administrator and one engineer. How 
come we need all the extra help now?” 
Harry Troy of 802 E Airport Ave 
echoed the thought and pleaded with city 
personnel to order their own economic 
house first and not go so quickly to the 
public for money. 
“Tell us more. Tell us where all this 
money is being spent,” urged Robert 
Sech of North Second Street. 
"The city needs to expand its refuse 
area and it needs a new reservoir,” 
Mayor E.C. 
Stevens attempted to 
answer. “ The longer we put these things 
off, the more they will cost.” 
Councilwoman Benton, who owns an 
accounting firm, added. “ When you’re 
in a deficiet situation, you simply have 
to make up for it or the next time it gets 
worse.” 
Stevens said that the council looked 
into the possibility of giving rate breaks 
to senior citizens and those on fixed 
incomes but has withdrawn from the 
idea since it would take a tangled city 
bureaucracy to determine eligiblity 
rules for the cut rates and enforce them. 
The mayor also said city staffers are 
doing what they can to economize. 
A box score on last night’s utility rate 
actions looks this way: 
— Starting the first of next month, 
residential garbage rates will be $3 and 
comm ercial 
rates 
w ill 
rise 
proportionately. 
Twice 
weekly 
collection service continues while the 
city studies once weekly pickups. Under 
the passed resolution, all garbage rates 
automatically rise five per cent per 
year. Another hike next December is 
due but the amount is uncertain — 
anywhere from 15 to 50 cents. 
— Also starting the first of the month, 
the basic monthly residential water 
service charge rises from $3.25 to $4 25, 
the 
200 cubic 
feet “ free water” 
allowance is gone and the per 100 cubic 
foot charge jumps from 35 cents to 44 
cents. If you use more than 10,000 cubic 
feet, the volume charge is 33 cents per 
100 cubic feet. 
In 
December, 
1976, 
the 
basic 
residential service fee goes to $5.25 and 
the charge for 100 cubic feet edges to 63 
cents (47 cents for big users.) The water 
rate hikes apply across the board to all 
water rates, which are graduated 
according to the size of meter used 
The approved water rate hike will 
boost the average residential water bill 
by $2.38 per month, Wahlers said, and 
the garbage action will add $5 to yearly 
residential refuse collection bills.

Common Market nations have 
adopted "a completely united 
front” for next week’s confron­ 
tation with the United States 
over how to pump billions of oil 
dollars back into the world 
monetary pipeline 
The nine Common Market 
countries agreed Tuesday night 
cm a plan to invest up to $12 
billion in surplus oil revenue 
through the 1 »-member Inter­ 
national Monetary Fund. 
The proposal was at odds 
with a U.S. proposal under 
which 
the 
w o rld ’s 
industrialized 
nations would 
directly recycle $25 billion in 
petroleum profits. 
Denis Healey, Britain’s chan­ 
cellor of the exchequer, said 
the market countries would 
present their proposal to the 
United States next Tuesday at 
critical money talks in Wa­ 
shington 
“We were absolutely unani­ 
mous,’’ Healey told a news 


conference 
“We shall go to 
Washington with a completely 
united front.” 
Finance ministers of the 
market nations —Belgium, Bri­ 
tain, Denmark, France, West 
Germany, Ireland, Italy, Lux­ 
embourg and Holland —met for 
3Mi 
hours 
under 
Healey’s 
chairmanship. 
The group approved a plan, 
first proposed 
by Healey 
last September, for recycling 
from $6 billion to $12 billion in 
petrodollars through the IMF 
to 
nations 
hardest 
hit 
by 
soaring fuel prices. 
The European plan would 
give the oil-producing nations a 
voice in lending policies be­ 
cause most are members of the 
IMF The American plan would 
limit 
policy-making 
to 
the 
industrialized countries. 
Healey said Common Market 
agreed to start off by recycling 
no more than $12 billion of an 
estimated $70 billion in oil 
profits this year. “Once the 


machinery is set up, we can 
always add to the amount 
later,” he said. 
He said the finance ministers 
decided 
to 
“give 
absolute 
priority” to their plan and 
hoped to persuade the United 
States to accept it at next 
week’s talks. 
He said the ministers expect­ 
ed to have the Common Market 
plan in operation by April but 
would give “particular study” 
to the possibility of adopting 
the U.S. proposal later in the 
year. 
Healey said Iran and Saudi 
Arabia have already expressed 
favorable interest in the Com­ 
mon Market proposal, increas­ 
ing the chances of getting U.S. 
support. 
“I think the fact there is total 
unity in the Common Market 
countries and that there is 
support for the plan from oil- 
producing countries will influ­ 
ence the United States,” he 
said.

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Brown shrugs 
off charges 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) 
- 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. has 
shrugged off charges by two 
Chicano legislators that he 
appointed a Mexican-American 
to his cabinet in a "secret” and 
"undemocratic” manner. 
Assemblymen Art Torres and 
Richard Alatorre, both Los 
Angeles Democrats, assailed 
the new governor for failing to 
consult them before naming 
Mario Obledo to head the 
mammoth Health and Welfare 
Agency. 
The attack Tuesday began 
the first open intra-party feud 
between lawmakers and the 
new Democratic Brown ad­ 
ministration, and the other four 
Mexican-Americans 
in 
the 
legislature 
immediately 
jumped in on Brown’s side. 
On 
his 
second 
day 
as 
governor, 
Brown made an 
unscheduled appearance along­ 
side Obledo to defend his 
appointment. He told newsmen 
he had talked 
with other 
Chicano leaders about Obledo 
and indicated the two legisla­ 
tors were overstepping their 
roles as lawmakers. 
"I don't think that anyone 
speaks for any group,” Brown

Celts dominate All-Star picks 


By Ira Berkow 
CHICAGO — (NEA) — Jim Brown 
came to mind when Frank Robinson was 
named the first black manager in 
major league history. 
This Jim Brown is not the former pro 
football star. This Jim Brown was the 
coach of the unique Chicago DuSable 
high school basketball team in 1954, and 
became then the first black coach, with 
an all-black team, to succeed — and fail 
— in integrated, organized sports in 
America. 
Coach Brown is 56 years old now, and 
the days when his team amazed the city 
of Chicago and the state of Illinois — and 
the fame of the team spread nationally 
— are over Those were incredible days 
when their full-game fast break and full- 
court 
zone 
press 
defense 
helped 
revolutionize the game 
But even then, as the DuSable 
Panthers swept through 31 straight wins 
and into the finals of the Illinois State 
Public High School championship — the 
first all-black team to ever get so far in 
a state tournament in the nation — there 
were skeptics. "They ain't nothin' but a 
five-ring circus," said one rival coach. 
This was taken as a racist remark by 
Brown and his players, who included 
forward Sweet Charlie Brown (later to 
make All-American with Elgin Baylor 
at Seattle University), center Shellie 
McMillon (later to star at Bradley 
University and play four years with the 
Detroit Pistons), and guard Paxton 
(Sugar Lump» Lumpkin, later to spend 
several years as a dribbler for the 
Harlem Globetrotters. 
That "circus" remark was also a slap 
at the "undisciplined" run-and shoot 
style of play that DuSable used to 
average 80 points a game, in a day when 
70 points a game was great scoring The 
other teams, according to Coach Brown, 
played a "sleepy-time gal style." 
No one had ever seen anything like 
this DuSable team before, with their 
cheerleaders' original and jazzy cheers, 
and 
their 
warm-up uniforms with 
flowing capes and 
their 
incessant 
running, running, running 
And their black coach 
He didn’t even look like a coach. 
Wrong color to be sure, but he didn't 
even own a shiny blue suit, like the other 
coaches He wore a velvety black bow 
tie and plaid vest with tan suit. How 
could anyone think pure basketball 
thoughts in THAT ensemble! 
But the players knew what kind of 
coach Brown was He spent long hours 
with them in practice, on weekends, in 
the summer, working on their skills. He 
could be volatile. He once threw a 
paddle at Charlie Brown, who returned 
the fire 
And both respected and 
understood each other better after that. 
He motivated them He told them that 
second was nothing for blacks. If they 
were first, then they had a chance And 
there had never been a black team in 
America that had as good a chance to be 
great in organized sport as this DuSable 


team had. Even before the 1953-54 
season began, they had visions of being 
state champs. 
This was a seminal year for blacks in 
America, in sports and otherwise By 
odd curcumstance, the DuSable team 
emerged at the confluence of national 
black history: In May of 1954 (just two 
months after the state championship 
game) the U.S. Supreme Court handed 
down the landmark Brown vs. Board of 
Education decision, ruling public school 
segregation unconstitutional. Twenty 
years later, Jim Brown told me, "We 
coincided with the climate of the 
times ” 
Not only were there still few blacks in 
professional sports in America, not only 
were there no black coaches in pro 
sports in America, not only were things 
like tokenism and the stacking of 
positions common, not only were many 
black athletes being rejected from 
major colleges, but there were still 
circumstances like the one in southern 
Illinois in which "colored schools" (de 
jure-segregated schools as opposed to 
DuSable, which was de facto segregated 
by virtue of the neighborhood) were not 
allowed to participate in the state 
basketball tournament 
The Illinois state tournament was held 
in Champaign, in the middle of the state, 
but the atmosphere there was heavily 
southern Illinois, since the tournament 
was run by men from that area, and 
most of the teams were rural 
DuSable 
swept 
through 
the 
tournament until the finals Then they 
lost to Mt. Vernon by six points, 76-70 
though they were leading for much of 
the game, and had a one-point lead until 
the final 90 seconds 
Then a series of foul calls against 
DuSable, and the capitalizing of free 
throws by Mt. Vernon iced the game. 
Three DuSable starters fouled out, and 
another had four fouls No Mt. Vernon 
player had more than three fouls. And in 
the last four minutes Charlie Brown hit 
three baskets — each of which was 
called no good: traveling 
To this day, there is bitterness on the 
part of the DuSable players, who 
thought the referees stole the game 
from them. And in May, when the 
Illinois state high school coaches named 
the DuSable team in toto to be in its hall 
of fame, the players refused to come to 
the honoring banquet. 
Coach Brown, tall, thoughtful with 
quick-moving eyes and resembling a 
black Ernest Borgmne, is beefier than 
he was in 1954. He came to the banquet 
and accepted the plaque. 
He no longer coaches at DuSable. Now 
he is district supervisor of sports, 
recreation and safety for one-fourth of 
the Chicago public schools. He remains 
active in plumping for more black 
coaches and more black officials. 
" I accepted the plaque," he said, 
"because it’s a new day. And I think it 
was a symbol of how far many of us 
have come."

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The 'Gem of the Sierras' 
Lake Tahoe— but nobody likes what's happening to it 


Brando's land gift to Indians 
worth less than its mortgage 


CARSON CITY, Nev. (U PI) - Nobody is 
satisfied with the way things are going at Lake 
Tahoe, once called the “ Gem of the Sierras ” 
Environmentalists 
complain of too much 
construction which is leading to a slow 
deterioration of the Tahoe Basin. Land owners 
are unhappy because property cannot be 
developed 
for 
such 
uses 
as 
hotels and 
apartments 
Most everyone is pointing the finger of blame 
at the Tahoe Regional Planning Agency (TRPA) 
which has the job of preserving the fragile 
ecology. 
And the future of the TRPA will present one of 
the most confused problems for the upcoming 
Nevada legislature. There are some who want 
to abolish the bi-state agency and return local 
government control to the basin. 
Harold Dayton, chairman of the Douglas 
County Commission and one of the strong critics 
of TRPA, says he is preparing a resolution for 
withdrawal from the agency. “ We should get 
out of the TRPA because it has been a failure,” 
says Dayton, a furniture store owner who lives 
at Tahoe 
If a regional agency is necessary, Dayton 
said, then it should be composed of elected 
officials from governments inside the basin who 
would work on a cooperative basis. “ They can 
run the affairs better than outsiders,” Dayton 
said 
Gov Mike O’Callagan says however “ To junk 
it could be a disaster. My personal view is that 
the people in California and Nevada would not 
tolerate it being destroyed.” He said the 
legislature must work to improve it 
State Senator Richard Blakemore, D-Tonopah 


a critic of TRPA, says “ It’s functioning but it’s 
not getting the job done.” 
“ And if we can’t make it work, we should 
withdraw,” Blakemore says. 
But State Senator Thomas R. C. Wilson, D 
Reno, chairman of the Ecology Committee, op­ 
poses withdrawal, saying it would be “ six steps 
backwards.” He concedes “ the status quo needs 
improvement.” 
Each state has five members on TRPA. Three 
officials from each delegation represent the 
local governments in the Tahoe Basin and the 
other two are state appointees. 
There is a double voting involved 
If a 
majority of one state votes for development and 
the other state disapproves, then the deadlock 
results in default approval. 
The twin majority rule gained most noteriety 
in the case of two hotel-casinos planned for 
Tahoe’s south shore. Nevada voted 3-2 in favor 
and California rejected 5-0. The casinos thus 
gained automatic approval 
Now California 
Attorney General Evelle Younger is suing in the 
federal courts to invalidate the double majority. 
Some Nevadans argue the double majority 
safeguards Nevada against California calling all 
the shots in the Tahoe Basin. 
Dayton says the Nevada legislature insisted 
on the double majority in creating the bi-state 
agency and it showed “ good judgment.” 
“ Without it California would completely run 
Nevada,” says Dayton He says most projects in 
Nevada are opposed by California delegates but 
that the Nevada representatives are more 
reasonable in considering development on the 
other side 


Wilson however says the double majority is 
“ not very constructive.” 
"The agency has tended to be divisive and 
tended at times to make sectional decisions in­ 
stead of decisions for the whole basin.” 
He said the major issue before the Nevada 
legislature may be the double majority. 
“ We have a large lake and what happens on 
the California side affects the quality of the 
whole lake,” Wilson said He points out that 
treated sewage on the California side of Tahoe 
finds its way into the Truckee river which 
supplies downstream Reno with 90 per cent of 
its drinking water. 
“ Any time you’ve been committed by state 
regulations in a special area like Lake Tahoe, 
you’re yielding some sovereignty. And we’ve 
yielded some and so did California. The question 
is if we want California to yield some more and 
we want to yield some more.” 
Wilson said he is working on some other 
approaches but isn’t ready to unveil them. 
The other thorny question is how the 
delegations should be composed—how many 
should be from the states, how many from local 
governments and should the federal government 
have a voting representative. 
In certain cases, county representatives have 
joined to push through development over the 
opposition of the state-appointed officials. 


Dayton says everybody wants to preserve the 
Tahoe basm but he doesn’t want “ outsiders 
coming in from Los Angeles and Sacramento” 
telling us how to run it. He says if the state and 
federal 
government 
wants 
to 
stop 
all 
development, let them buy the property. 


OLYMPIA, Wash (t!PI> 
Marlon Brando should probably 
give Indians $318,000 in cash 
rather than property worth less 
than its mortgage, a recipient 
of the actor's gift said Monday. 


Hank Adams said the 40-acre 
parcel of California land given 
to American Indians by Brando 
had an estimated value of 
between $200,000 and $250,000. 


or at least $70,000 less than the 
outstanding mortgage on it. 
Brando made a personal 
commitment to pay the out­ 
standing $318,000 mortgage due 
at the end of the year. 


But “ now, being aware of 
more details relating to the 
property, I have some serious 
doubts whether paying off the 
mortgage would constitute the 


best use of $318,000 for Indian 
people,” said Adams, director 
of the Survival of American 
Indians Association. 


Adams said that the money, 
if given instead of land, could 
be partly used to finance an 
independent Indian school on 
the Nisqually River He added 
that he appreciated Brando’s 
efforts to help his people

Liberal arts BA degrees: 
rich background or a ripoff? 


Landmark case of 


manslaughter charge 


of abortion doctor 


NEW YORK (UPI* — In today’s job market, 
does it make sense for Joe and Jane College to 
spend four years studying poetry or medieval 
history or painting and drawing'’ 
These and other “ majors" leading to the 
bachelor of arts degree, on the surface, seem 
highly unrelated to jobs listed in the help- 
wanted sections of papers 
So Questions come up To wit: 
—Is the bachelor of arts degree a ripoff7 
—Should the pursuit for such a degree be 
limited to those born rich, and not in need of a 
paycheck after the sheepskin7 
Dr John Hurt Fisher, a professor of English 
at the University of Tennessee in Knoxville, was 
asked those questions during an interview in 
New York. 
He was in town to preside at the annual 
meeting of the Modern Language Association 
He was president when the meeting started His 
term ended when the meeting did 
More than 9,000 from the languages —about 
half English teachers and the rest teachers of 
French, German, Spanish and such —were in 
attendance Most are teachers in college fields, 
where majors lead to the arts degree usually 
Many young members were seeking jobs 
Young English majors and their peers who 
majored in other languages drive cabs, take 
custodian's jobs and clerk in department stores. 
Some wait on tables 
The financial return on their expensive 
college educations hardly seems good Ditto for 
the job satisfaction 
At the meeting many jobless young holders of 
bachelor’s 
degrees 
sought 
to 
buttonhole 
department heads who do the hiring To escape 
them many department heads from the colleges 
kept their name badges in their purses or 
pockets. They went incognito 
Dr 
Fisher said the question in higher 
education should not be—Is an arts degree or a 
major in poetry or history a ripoff? 
Rather, he said, one should address the real 
problem : How can the education establishment, 
in conscience, encourage around 60 per cent of 
high school graduates to go to college, preparing 
for whitecollar work There are not that many 
jobs requiring such preparation 
That’s why you have persons with Ivy League 


degrees in English driving cabs in New York, 
according to Dr. Fisher. The Ivy League 
degrees are among the costliest. Tuition and 
room and board come to about $6,000 a year. 
The schools say the cost of a year to them is 
around $16,000 a year. 
In 1924, when about 10 or 15 per cent of the 
population was in college, a Yale degree in 
English could be good preparation for becoming 
chairman of the board of Standard Oil. 
Today a similar degree may put a Yale grad 
in the running with six other of his classmates 
for a trainee’s job, according to Dr. Fisher 
“ In the running” doesn’t mean the English 
major gets the job. 
From the classifieds, jobs to shoot for would 
appear to be in computers, the food and hotel 
fields, engineering or business administration. 
Training for such jobs is called skilling in 
educationese. It is so job-related that it is 
considered a first cousin of vocational education 
—hardly as highbrow as Chaucer or Keats 
Dr. Fisher feels the problem of the arts and 
humanities is the problem of higher education in 
general —the huge stampede for sheepskins. 
He disputes the contention that any one field 
is more secure for job prospects than any other. 
“ There is a mystique among the young that 
some occupations are more secure, such as 
engineering, computers, the health fields,” he 
said 
“ There is no guarantee 
“ I don’t despair for the humanities. From as 
far back as you look, to ancient Greece and to 
ancient Rome and since, those schooled in the 
humanities have provided the leadership for the 
world It is true today. ” 
So if you want to spend that $20,000 or more 
for a bachelor’s in poetry or French history, do 
so in good spirits 
All things being competitive, who knows, you 
might turn out to be a world leader. It’s a little 
bit like a lottery, though. 
Dr. Fisher said a lot of European countries 
have other ideas. Only 10 to 15 per cent of the 
young persons go on to higher education—and 
they must pass stiff tests showing they are 
qualified. 
The academically fittest get the college 
degrees.

The trial, expected to last a 
month, 
has 
attracted 
the 
attention nationally of medical 
and legal professional groups. 
A group of 128 doctors took out 
an advertisement in the New 
York Times urging support of 
Edelin. 


The U.S. Supreme Court, in 
its decision, did not resolve 
specifically the question of 
time of viability —the point at 
which the fetus could live on its 
own independent of its mother.

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It began as a paper napkin 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - 
It started out like any other 
household paper napkin. 
But then Picasso scratched a 
few lines on it, its value 
skyrocketed, and someone had 
to figure out a way to preserve 
it for centuries. 
That’s the job of paper 
conservationists such as San 
Francisco's Roy L. Perkinson, 
chief of the paper lab at the 
Palace of the Legion of Honor 
museum 
"We try to make things age

gracefully," said Perkinson of 
his craft which blends skill in 
art and a creative hand with 
sophisticated scientific know­ 
how " I don’* know what we 
would accomplish if we deve­ 
loped a time machine that kept 
prints 
in 
perfect condition 
forever, or could bring back 
something hundreds of years 
old to the state it was then," 
said Perkinson "The work of 
art would lose its patina —and 
its artifactual value ” 
The paper conservator works 
with a fragile material, often 
hundreds of years old, and 
sometimes stained, tom or 
punctured Perkinson analyzes 
the chemical content of the 


paper through acid tests or 
microscopic sampling He then 
comes up with a plan for 
restoration 
which 
includes 
patching, gluing and maybe 
even washing the print in a tub 
of chemicals. 
His 
basement 
laboratory 
holds hundreds of pieces of 
papers which he may need for 
patching —a wide assortment 
of Japanese papers made in the 


centuries-old tradition, scraps 
of old books, and papers he 
collects from antique shops or 
through trades with friends. 


"The works of the masters 
are usually well preserved," 
Perkinson said. "Some, like 
Rembrandt’s prints, are on 
papers made from factories the 
Dutch owned in France and are 
of the highest quality."

Butterfield, FAA chief, 
asked by Ford to resign 


WASHINGTON (U P Il — President Ford has requested the 
resignation of Federal Aviation Administrator Alexander P. 
Butterfield in the drive to clear out all Nixon appointees in the top 
layer of government, administration sources said today. 
Butterfield was informed Dec. 18 by Transportation Secretary 
Claude S. Brinegar, with whom he has disagreed on aviation 
policy, that Ford is shaking up the agency and wants him out. 
The FAA chief still has not been informed personally by the 
White House, sources said. But he was expected to meet with 
Donald H Rumsfeld, White House chief of staff, later this week. 
Butterfield is best known for having disclosed that President 
Richard M. Nixon had taped all of his conversations in the White 
House, including his covert discussions about Watergate. The 
tapes eventually led to Nixon leaving the presidency. 
As to whether Ford was getting rid of Butterfield because he 
had exposed the existence of the Watergate tapes, sources said the 
FAA administrator’s record "is too damn good to play that 
game ” 


The 
difficulties

in

The paper conservator’s job 
was developed primarily by 
museums demanding to have 
prints cleaned up and ready in 
time for special showings. "In 
a way, I’m like a dry cleaners 
—in by 9, out by 5,” Perkinson 
said. 
The emphasis on getting 
prints ready for one show has, 
in many instances, resulted in 
more damage to the print than 
what happened to it over the 
years, Perkinson pointed out. 
"For 
years, 
the 
typical 
European conservator would 
bleach a print and do other 
procedures without regard for 
how the process will affect the 
paper in the long run," he said. 
"Some of the kitchen chemists 
in major museums around the 
country have done some incred­ 
ible things to art," he said. "If 
they keep it up, we may not 
have anything to conserve in 
the future.”

Law enforcement: 
This police computer keeps 
track of Glendale's cops 


GLENDALE, Calif. (U PI) — At a time when 
police use of computers is under criticism for 
invading the privacy of ordinary citizens, this 
Los Angeles suburb utilizes a system which 
keeps an eye on its own officers. 
Automated processing, which some civil 
libertarians say will be used by 95 per cent of 
the nation’s police departments within a year, 
has a wide spectrum of uses among law 
enforcement agencies. 
San Franciscans who fail to pay traffic fines 
receive computer-sent reminders in the mail, 
and those ignoring a second notice soon find a 
police officer with an arrest warrant at their 
door. The Huntington Beach, Calif., system, 
nicknamed "the Snoop,” contains building floor 
plans which can be flashed to the receiving 
screens of patrol cars responding to a burglary 
call. A Los Angeles police computer can 
produce a list of suspects 15 minutes after a 
crime is committed, eliminating hours of 
detective work. 
The primary function of Glendale’s data 
capture system is to aid officials in managing 
the 162-officer department, which is responsible 
for protecting 134,000 citizens within a 29.8- 
square mile area. 
Police Chief Duane R. Baker compares the 
police administrator’s job to "driving a team of 
eight horses without any reins,” unable to exert 
"any real control, which an administrator has 
to have over his organization.” 
"Since law enforcement is a 24-hour per day, 
seven-day per week operation,” Baker ex­ 
plained, "it becomes very difficult for police 
administrators to be aware of what's going on, 
where it’s happening, and what’s being done 
about it. 
"Automation gives us a handle on this very 
complex information processing.” 
The Glendale department’s computer deals 
largely with what officials call “ incidents.” An 
incident may vary from the 30 seconds it takes 
one of the city’s 24 black-and-white patrol cars 
to push a stalled motorist out of an intersection 
to a six-month murder investigation. 


Citizen calls for assistance are answered by 
an officer, who keystrokes pertinent infor­ 
mation into the computer, and assigns a unit to 
respond. 


The police dispatchers also have keyboard 
and screen with which they signal the computer 
when the patrol car, traffic motorcycle, 
helicopter or other assigned unit arrives and 
handles the incident. 
Should foliowup investigation be necessary, 
additional data, such as the detectives assigned 


to the cars and the arrests made, also goes into 
the computer’s memory 
In addition, all observations or activities by 
officers on patrol are tabulated and can be 
recalled to the screen within seconds after the 
appropriate keys are struck. 
The system prints out a variety of reports, 
ranging from a "top five" crime categories list 
to another which lists numbers of detained 
juveniles by sex and area Most are geared to 
aid 
police 
supervisors 
in 
manpower 
management, Baker said 
"Each police officer perceives the problem in 
his city as something different,” he said. 
Computer-shown 
information 
may 
tell 
a 
superior that Officer X is concentrating on 
looking for drunken drivers when a critical 
problem during his shift in his patrol area may 
instead be juvenile crime. 
Or Officer Y may be issuing a high number of 
traffic warnings instead of actual citations. It 
is a common police premise, Baker said, that 
such warnings are ineffective in reducing 
accidents. 
Does a machine which tabulates everything, 
right down to the length of their coffee breaks, 
raise the specter of "big brother" among the 
officers? 
"No,” said Capt. John A. Lyons, head of the 
department's Technical Services Division. "It’s 
worked out the other way.” 
Lyons, 
who oversaw the planning and 
installation of the data capture system, said the 
department spent the two years before the 
computer went into full operation earlier this 
year orienting the members as to its functions. 
"We told them, ‘It really gives you credit for 
every activity you engage in, credit you’re not 
getting now,’” Lyons said. 
Officer safety is an added factor. 
"We don't want them to pull a car over and 
not call us on the radio,” Lyons emphasized. 
“ Each time an officer engages in an activity, 
we want him to tell us, get credit and take care 
of his safety.” 
The very presence of the system has freed 
many officers from the ever-increasing task of 
gathering statistics. The 86,000 calls for service 
and other incidents handled by the department 
in 1972 exemplify the need for streamlining the 
process. 
Pages of statistical data, on which captains 
through cadets formerly spent 1,100 man hours 
per month at an annual cost of 8100,000, are now 
produced by the nonsalaried computer for $5,000 
in annual maintenance. 
Chief Baker reflected: "The computer goes 
far beyond the capability of the pen and quill.” 
Voice test for drunken drivers 


HOUSTON (UPI ) - If Dr. Harb Hayre has his 
way, tipsy drivers will find themselves talking 
into a tape recorder instead of blowing up a 
balloon to determine if they are drunk. 
Hayre, a University of Houston electrical 
engineering professor, said experiments he 
conducted indicate voice patterns provide a 
more precise picture of a person’s state of 
intoxication than current tests. 
"When a law enforcement officer picks up a 
drunk and administers a breathalyzer test, it 
has a lot of legal problems,” he said. "Blood 
tests simply tell them, By golly, he’s had too 
much.’ 
“ But we determined that if you look at voices, 
there are unique characteristics which can be 
tied down to such things as physical stress, 
psychic stress and drug induced stress. 
"Half of the brain is used primarily for 
speech. It’s tied up so delicately that every 
single effect of stress is depicted in speech. 
With voice patterns you can tell about the effect 
on a person’s ability to perform.” 


If he can obtain a sufficient grant, Hayre 
hopes to construct a portable device which 
would 
code 
normal 
voice 
patterns 
for 
comparison to the subject being tested. 
"You can set norms for when a person is 
relatively rested or not drugged or otherwise 
inhibited and use that norm to compare to what 
they do later,” he said 
"The technique is very novel in that it does 
not require going into the body. It is very simple 
to monitor and it could be done anywhere 
without requiring a lab.” 
Besides finding out drunks and drug addicts, 
the device — which would measure variables 
such as clarity and pitch — would be helpful in 
testing for fatigue in critical positions such as 
pilots and surgeons. 
"All that can be done now is to run tests after 
an airplane crash. They never know how tired 
the pilot was,” he said. 
"With this device you could test the pilot 
before and during flights and if he’s found to be 
too tired, let the copilot take over ."

Industrialists around the world 
have been reading about the 
coming horrors for far longer 
than they have felt any of its 
ripples 
Cash shortage? Oh. the 
government can bail us out of 
that one Fall-off in demand9 
Well, perhaps not so hot at 
home - but our exports are do­ 
ing fine. Change in investment 
plans9 Orders look good and. to 
tell you the truth, a bit of slack 
will give us the chance to 
rebuild stocks, a lte r the 
m odels, catch up on the 
maintenance 
The beginning of every trade 
cycle downturn is marked by 
the psychologically understan­ 
dable reluctance to believe that 
the good times are over 
The boom that is over saw de­ 
mand for all types of equipment 
at record levels. Theoretically, 
the order books are still full, es­ 
pecially for most capital goods, 
and many of the orders will get 
translated into sales. But in the 
last three months or so new 
orders have been coming in 
more slowly, and cancellations 
and requests for delayed 
delivery are becoming more 
frequent. 
The sensible m akers of 
capital goods have spread their 
business so that if steelworks 
building falls, then there is 
always, say, the chemical in­ 
dustry to supply. 
But this time even the most 
ebullient sales directors are 
now face to face with the un­ 
pleasant fact that the invest­ 
ment plans of most industries in 
most countries are going to 
move in the same direction. 
Nearly all their customers are 
in trouble to a greater or lesser 
extent 
But first, the good news. The 
rush to develop non-Middle 
East oil sources and non-oil 
energy sources has been a boon 
for makers of process plant, 
steel construction, pipes, pipe- 
laying and coal mining equip­ 
ment, and all the ancillary 
machinery. 
The other of this year’s shor­ 
tages — food — has spurred 
farm ers to buy agricultural 
machinery. Delivery dates of 
some types of equipment, es­ 
pecially tractors, have stretch­ 
ed out again to six months or 
m ore in m ost E u ro p ean 
markets. 
And now the bad news: 
—The building and construc­ 
tion industry has turned down 
viciously in the United States 
and West Germany as well as in 
Britain; orders for things like 
dump trucks are increasingly 
hard to find. 
—The car industry, usually a

large buyer of equipment in 
general and machine tools in 
particular, will cut back invest­ 
ment plans; shipbuilding orders 
have tumbled; few airlines are 
buying new aircraft, even of es­ 
tablished designs, let alone new 
ones like the Lockheed TriStar. 
So, in turn, there is little 
prospect of any airframe or 
engine manufacturer tooling up 
for a new product. 
—The electrical industry will 
suffer from cutbacks in new 
generating equipment, follow­ 
ing the increase in energy 
prices, and will suffer from the 
fall in demand for consumer 
goods lik e c o o k e rs and 
refrigerators. 
—1The textile industry has 
just finished a boom (man- 
made fiber demand, a good in­ 
dicator. has declined); this in­ 
dustry is alw ays strongly 
cyclical and, over the past few 
w eeks, the dow nslide has 
started with a vengeance, 
signalling slack times for tex­ 
tile machinery workers 
—All these cutbacks will 
rapidly feed through into other 
areas of engineering like elec­ 
tric motors and bearings, which 
still claim full order books. 
Once the order slump begins to 
accelerate, one cancellation 
will lead to another. 
Som e s u p p lie rs to th e 
engineering 
industry believe 
that firms are still over order­ 
ing items like cutting tools and 
possibly bearings (even though 
it is expensive to stock them) 
because they expect price in­ 
creases 
These are orders 
which simply will evaporate if 
the downturn gets a grip. 
—The machine tool industry 
will suffer m ost because it 
supplies all these other sectors. 
By October, the largest market, 
the United States, had seen a 
drop in new orders of 33 per 
cent from a year earlier and 11 
per cent from the previous 
month. The metal-forming side 
of this business is usually the 
first to suffer in a downturn 
(and to benefit in an upturn) 
and new orders for these types 
of machine have almost dried 
up 
In normal times price is not 
dominant in choosing a supplier 
of capital equipment; first 
comes technical performance 
and d u rin g boom tim e s, 
delivery dates. But it will 
become more important if the 
world investment slump is bad. 
British equipment should be in 
an excellent competitive posi­ 
tion especially as many British 
firms failed to lift their export 
prices to take full advantage of 
the world boom. However, in­ 
flation is now hitting British 
engineering prices harder than 
rivals in West Germany or the 
United States. 
It should be possible to 
predict which countries will be 
worst affected by a capital 
goods recession, at least in 
theory.

West Germany's heavy in­ 
dustry should by rights be in a 
bad way, because it is so depen­ 
dent on ex p o rts, but the 
technical excellence of German 
engineering will help. It exports 
over half the m achinery it 
makes and over a quarter of all 
electrical goods — the highest 
proportion of any leading 
engineering nation. In machine 
tools. West Germany is ab­ 
solutely dominant in world 
trade, exporting more than the 
next six largest producers — 
the Soviet Union, the United 
States, Japan. Italy, Britain 
and France — combined. 
American engineering ex­ 
ports about 15 per cent of all 
m achinery it produces and 
American users import less 
th a n 10 p e r c e n t of a ll 
m achinery they buy. But 
A m e r i c a n c a p i t a l goods 
producers have learned to live 
through investment recessions 
in a way these European rivals 
have not. 
B r i t i s h e n g i n e e r i n g is 
perhaps the most vulnerable 
among the leading engineering 
nations. It exports almost as 
high a proportion of its output 
as West Germany, but imports 
rather more. TTie industry’s 
long-standing trade surplus (it 
is the country’s largest ex­ 
porter) has been declining. 
Some authorities have forecast 
that by 1980 the surplus will 
have disappeared altogether. 
Apart from poor delivery per­ 
formance and a not entirely 
deserved reputation for strikes, 
the basic problem is that ex­ 
ports of British engineering 
goods are of lower value than 
imports, which are increasingly 
of the higher quality, more ad­ 
vanced items. 
T he Japanese, like the 
A m ericans, trade a sm all 
proportion of machinery. They 
concentrate on supporting 
domestic industry which then 
exports the products made us­ 
ing their equipment. They will 
not be able to start dumping if 
home demand falls overnight — 
it takes tim e for users to 
develop a liking for an un­ 
familiar make.

Concerned over the increasing breach 
betw een 
the 
people 
and 
their 
government, Congressman John Burton, 
while still in the Legislature, sponsored 
a bill intended to provide the public with 
easier access to state agencies This 
was to be a 
system of toll free 
telephones whereby the public could call 
into state offices from around the state 
Although the measure was effective a 
year ago state officials seemingly didn't 
cotton to the idea for nothing has been 
done to implement it. 
Burton's notion probably has merit. 
Citizens in outlying areas often must go 
to considerable expense in 
seeking 
information from a 
state agency by 
telephone Just locating the right agency 
can be as frustrating as looking for the 
proverbial needle in the haystack to say 
nothing of getting through to the right 
person within that agency. And the more 
prudent persons will attem pt to make 
their initial contact by telephone rather 
than running the risk of being shuttled 
back and forth finding the right office in 
the right city 


It is no small problem for there is no 
denying that state government has 
grown like an octopus, its tentacles 
engulfing the lives of every citizen 


Undoubtedly the reluctance of the 
state to go forward with the plan has 
been due to cost The “cut, trim and 
squeeze’’ policies of Governor Reagan 
have discouraged administrators from 
initiating new services and the 100 toll 
free statewide phone lines contemplated 
by the Burton bill would, in themselves, 
represent a substantial cost. But that 
would be nothing to the cost of manning 
the phones with trained personnel, 
competent to answer the questions and 
direct callers to the right person. Even 
the experienced Capitol Press Corps has 
difficulties doing this. 
Whether the state goes ahead with the 
plan or not, there is a way the legislators 
can 
reduce 
the confusion 
in state 
government without any cost That is to 
rename many of the departm ents to 
something more recognizable to the 
public. 
As state government has expanded it 
has been caught up m the penchant for 
“ governmentese” which perm eates the 
national government. Instead of plain 
every day language the bureaucrats 
bewilder 
the 
citizens 
with 
coined 
phrases and names which may express 
well the goals but so far as identifying in 
the minds of the people it is pure 
“ gobbledegook " In doing so they lose 
sight of the only reason they exist, that 
of best serving the public. 
Why 
can ’t 
the 
D epartm ent 
of 
Industrial Relations just be the Labor 
Departm ent9 
The 
old 
Employment 
Department, 
which 
served 
both 
in 
finding jobs and securing unemployment 
benefits, was given the fancy title of 
Human Resources Development and had 
everyone running around in circles 
looking for the “employment” office. 
Recognizing the error but not wanting to 
lose too much face, they have changed 
the 
name 
now 
to 
Em ploym ent 
Development but it would be easier for 
everyone if they simply went back to the 
old name.

NEW YORK — Joe Kapp’s name has 
not been up there with Joe Namath, O.J. 
Simpson, Franco Harris, Larry Csonka, 
and the other greats who drive the 
grandstands ga-ga But at this moment 
his name leads all the rest, because he 
gave the best years of his life — ages 33 
to 36 — to win a game for all his 
brethren in professional sports.

athletic pro Way back in 1959, after 
Quarterback Kapp had run, tossed and 
brained the University of California to 
Berry’s World

the Rose Bowl, he became an object of 
interest to the Washington Redskins. 
They thought they might like to have 
him on the 
team, but they somehow 
could not get around to closing the deal 
In any other profession in a free 
society, Kapp would have been free to 
shop around for other buyers of his 
talents But not in American football 
Since 
Kapp was on 
the 
Redskins’ 
“ negotiating list” he was their property 
and nobody else could even talk to him 
— at pam of severe penalty from the 
National Football League and its czar, 
Pete Roselle So Kapp had to go into 
exile for the next eight years, playing 
with the Canadian Football League’s 
Calgary team 


In 1966, the Houston Oilers offered 
Kapp a chance to return to native soil 
He got 
a release from Calgary and 
signed up with the Texas team But the 
czar spoke for the second time to 
invalidate the contract because, he 
decreed, it was negotiated while Kapp 
was still in vassalage to Calgary. 
In 1969, Kapp was at long last back in 
the States to quarterback the Vikings to 
the 1969 Super Bowl The New England 
Patriots rushed to embrace him with a 
three-year deal — the best years — at 
$60,000 per. 
Kapp signed a “ m em o.” He had 
acquired a distaste for those NFL life- 
time-in-servitude contracts Whereupon 
the czar spoke thrice, ruling that Kapp 
could not play unless he signed the 
oppressive standard contract 
Kapp went to court. After two years, 
U.S. D istrict Court Judge William T. 
Sweigert ruled that the NFL system 
violates the anti trust law and, pending 
reversal on appeal, Kapp is a free man 
And so, too, if the decision is upheld, 
will tens of thousands of professional 
athletes be freed of generations to 
come. 
So three cheers for Em ancipator 
Kapp. the Abraham Lincoln of the sports 
pros.

At year end. the ruminations of one

Gerald Ford’s time is very nearly 
exhausted His popularity rating is down 
to 
42. 
which, 
by 
pre-W atergate 
standards, is on the low side I do not 
eliminate the possibility that he will 
surprise those of his critics 
who have concluded 
that he is a bundle of 
uncertainties. But the 
odds are every day 
heavier against him 
He appears to suffer 
the 
tem peram ental 
ambiguities 
of 
a 
lifelong compromiser, 
accustomed 
to 
the 
fine-tumngs of legis­ 
lative 
manipulators 
rather 
than 
to 
the 
certitudes of the bom 
leader 
But on top of that he faces the problem 
that no one, really, knows what to do 
about the most pressing problem of 
inflation 
and 
unemployment. 
More 
exactly stated, nobody is certain what 
ought to be done other than that which 
should be done, but which is politically 
intolerable 
So that the intellectual 
c o n f u s i o n 
c o m p o u n d s 
t h e 
tem peram ental 
ambiguity, 
and 
the 
nation is left with the feeling that it is 
without a leader. 
There 
is 
something 
strategically 
satisfying 
here. 
The 
caesaristic 
a dv an ce s 
of 
r ec en t 
p r e si de nt s 
(R oosevelt’s 
charism a, 
T rum an’s 
sergeant-major ism, Kennedy’s razzle- 
dazzle, 
Johnson’s 
spread-eagleism, 
Nixon’s aerieism ) should have been 
checked a long time ago, and the 
legislature reminded that it is its duty to 
superintend m ajor legislation. 
It is bad news for the country that at a 
moment when this is likely to happen, 
the Congress turns left, while the chief 
executive is conservative, sort of. But 
the

from 
Executive 
to 
Congressional rule has got to proceed in 
an orderly way. Otherwise there is 
traum a, and despair, as the public 
comes to feel that, at the tiller, there is 
no hand at all, only someone standing at 
the prow, singing ho ho ho, isn’t it fun to 
be captain. 
Say three months. After that, key 
political decisions will be made by two 
or three Republicans That decision will 
be to enter into prim ary contests against 
the incumbent President, Mr. Ford. 
The probabilities are that Mr. Ford 
would not there and then announce, as 
Truman did in 1952, his decision not to 
run Probably he would do that only if he 
were decisively beaten in the first two 
or three prim aries. Who is the likeliest 
man to do this? Ronald Reagan. 
But 
if 
Mr. 
Ford 
were 
then 
to 
announce, in the style of Johnson in 1968, 
that he would not run again, Nelson 
Rockefeller would instantly enter the 
remaining prim aries, opposing Reagan. 
If Reagan were clearly the victor, the 
convention would have to nominate him. 
If his victory was ambiguous, it would 
nominate someone else, a Charles Percy 
maybe, or a Bill Brock. If Ford hangs on 


thinking to wield the power necessary to 
force his renomination, he might bring it 
off: — 
a Democrat could not, but a 
Republican polls, however, would be a 
catastrophe.

Gerald Ford, draining what strength he 
had left 
Then would come the deluge: 
a 
sweeping victory by the Democrats with
